YOUR HEALTH

T H E R E 'S new hope in treatment of a 


major eye disease which blinds more 


than 3200 Americans each year. 
Scientists believe now that a tinv one- 


celled animal parasite, "Toxoplasma.” 


may be an important factor in causing 


uveitis. 


Uveitis is an inflammation of one of 
the tissues of the eye, the uveal tract 


which is found just inside the white coat 


of the eyeball. 
This tract includes the 
iris, 
ciliary 
body 
and 
choroid. 
The 
choroid is next to the retina, the deli­ 
cate nerve film of vision. 


Bacteriological 
examinations 
of 
the 
retina and choroid is difficult and dan 
gerous 
Doctors seldom get a chance 
to look at them closdy, except when 
the eye has been severely damaged by 
disease and removed. 
Then, they usu­ 
ally have to make a presumptive diag­ 
nosis of the cause of the disease. 


Until 
just 
two 
years 
ago. 
it 
was 
believed that the germ of tuberculosis 
caused a great many cases of posterior 
uveitis. 
Now, however, it is believed by 
many that Toxoplasma causes a lar;e 
percentage of these cases. 
That's 
an 
important 
discovery 
be­ 
cause Toxoplasma can be treated. 


Tests have been tried with sulfa drius 
and pyrimethamine, a drug previously 
used in treatment of malaria. 
Most of 
the 
patients 
thus 
treated 
responded 
quickly. 


However, further research is needed 
since this treatment produces side effects 
such as nausea and decrease of blood 
elements.

valuable.
